rate of five miles an hour and re- 
quires two men to operate it. One 
cycle, which is the period required 
to cut 194 hills for the shock, to ;

HOOVER SPEAKS TONIGHT 
ABOARD HERBERT HOOV- 


ER'S. SPECIAL

ROUTE TO BOSTON. Oct. 15.— 
Herbert Hoover is enroute today 
on an important political mission j 
to Massachusetts, where President 
Cooh'dge began his political career. 


Appearing before thousands of 


voters and through his speech in 
Boston tonight emphasising "pros- 
perity," the Republican candidate 
will seek to increase his strength 
in this state which gave Cooh'dge 
an overwhelming majority in 1924, 
but in which Governor Alfred E.
